Believe Pian Practical. 

"It had never occurred to me before 
to consider this world-wide peace 
movement as anything more than a 
gort of a day dream-castie-in-thé¢-air 
kind of proposition,” said one of the 
city’s prominent, business men in dis- 
cussing the matter, “but after hearing 
Mr. Watterson talk I have come to 
believe that the plan is not only prac- 
tical, but ought and will go through 
eventually. 

“I don't belleve there will ever come 
a time when every question between 
nations will or could be settled by ar- 
bitration, but I am convinced that the 
ratification of the treaties now pending 
end the further spread of the doctrine 
of world-wide peace over the world 
will mean the reduction of the world’s 
wars to a practical minimunr As Mr. 
Wattereon said, we have practically 
quit settling personal difficulties by 
forcé and there isn’t to my mind any 
réason why this should not be largely 
true with nations.”

President Fred J. Paxon, of the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce, is ex- 
tremely enthusiastic over the interest 
Atlanta showed in the meeting and 
over the good results he expects will 
follow.

Posse Hunts Negro Who Shot 
Will Green, of San- 
dersville. 


Sandersville, Ga., Dec 25.—Will 
Green, young white farmer, was shot 
to death today at noon Dy a negro, 
named Walker. The tragedy occur- 
red on a road, four miles west of Ten- 
nille, near Deep Cut bridge on the 
Central of Georgia raHroad. 

Green was in a wagon with a white 
man named Bailey, and two negroes. 
The negro who did tne shooting point- 
ed a shot gun at one of the negroes in 
the wagon. Green told him not to 
shoot and jumped out of the wagon 
to prevént him. As he struck the 
ground Walker fired up on him, killing 
him almost instantly. 

A telephone message was sent for 
Sheriff Mohe and Deputy § Sheriff 
Crawford, and they went at once to 
the scene of the tragedy. One of the 
negroes who was present at time ofr 
the shooting has been brought to 
Sandersville and lodged in jail 

Officers with a posse are now in 
pursuit of the murderer who made his 
escape as soon as he had killed Green. 
According to the reports of the kill- 
ing it was without any provocation 
whatever. It is supposed that Walk- 
er was under the influence of liquor 
at the time of the shooting. 

Green was engaged to be married 
to a young lady who lives near Sand- 
ersville.

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PISTOLS POPPING 
CHRISTMAS DAY 


| Grady Hospital Puls in One of 
Busiest Days in Its History 


Nine Cases of Gunshot Wounds 
Await Attention at One Time. 
Many of the Wounds Are 
Made by Toy Pistols in Boys’ 
Hands. 


With all the ambulances running 
from early morning till late last night, 
assisted on the side by the police pa- 
trol, the Grady hospital yesterday had 
the busiest day of the year, and pos- 
sibly treated more serlous cases than 
during any other one day of the past 
Several years. 

The vast majority of the cases were 
gunshot wounds. At one time there 
were nine such cases awaiting treat- 
ment, and the total number for the 
day amounted to between 25 and 30. 
In addition there were numerous cases 
of stabbing. ang cutting to be sewed 
up. 

Small Boys and Pistols, 

Small boys and their pistols have 
made the bulk of the trouble for the 
hospital this year, and more than half 
the total number of gunshit wounds 
Monday were inflicted on youngsters 
by their toys . None of these cases 
will result seriously, but in several 
of them tne wad or bullet penetrated, 
the abdomen, leading 


of cartridges in which there was some 
lead, 

Most of the boys, however, were only 
burned, Alex Eddleman, of 126 Luckie 
street, was playing with friends near 
the corner of Cain and Luckie streets, 
when a pistol exploded near his face, 
seriously burning him and injuring one 
of his eyes. 

The little son of W. G. Doyle, 315 
Cooper street, suffered a similar acci- 
dent from a blank cartridge. He was 
burned about the forehead and face, 
but is not permanently or seriously 
hurt. 

Mrs. Green Hurt. 

A spent bullet Monday morning 
crashed into a street car on front of 
the Piedmont hotel, and the flyt.;) 
glass cut Mrs. L. C. Green, of Highland 
avenue. There was great exc:itement 
among the passengers at the time un- 
til it was found that Mrs. Green had 
only been’ slightly cut. The police 
made a thorough search for the man“ 
with the pistol, but it was impossible 
even to learn from what direction the 
bullet had come. 

In the negro section the disorder 
was greater than any ogher night of 
the year. One negro man was repor.ed 
to ‘have been killed in Stmmer Hill, 
but it was found he was only seriously 
wounded. He may die. Other cascs 
consisted of bullet wdtinds, cuts, 
sashes and stabs, and the hospital was 
busy until late in the night,

Morse was not advised Sunday of the

refusing a pardon, which was told by 
a dispatch from Washington, and all 
day he was hopeless, at times. It was 
thought best to defer telling him of 
the adverse action until Monday. While 
‘meither the nurses nor anyone in au- 
thoritly at the post hospital will talk 
of the situation, it has been said by 
reliable sources that the prisoner broxe 
down completely, when told o the 
i presidents action, and master his 
emotions during the visit of members 
of his family, only after most de- 
termined and heroic efforts.

Dickens in the Quaker City. 

Political graft in Philadelphia jis not 
without precedent. Here is an example 
of its occurring seventy years ago, told 
by Joseph Jackson in the January 
World's Work. 

“Tt was when Charles Dickens was 
visiting that city. A man who had a 
pleasant address and was.lo@ally prom- 
inent, was introduced to the distin- 
guished visitor and before leaving, re- 
ceived Dickens’ permission to bring a 
few friends to see him.

Finally the landlord 
prevailed upon him to hold a levee, 
urging that, if he did not accede, a riot 
very probably would result. The hu- 
mor of the situation overcame Boz's 
former @4Gecision; he relented, and for 
two hours he received this crowd. He 
then learned that the crafty politician 
had inserted a note in the newspapers 
that Dickens would receive the eceiti- 
zeng who would call at a certain hour. 
As for this ingenious person, he stood 
beside Dickens introducing by name 
aynost every man in the line, and mak- 
ing political capital out of his assumed 
}intimacy wth the novelist.”

|. WHY NOT A BRIGADE POST FOR ATLANTA? 

Atlanta should arid, we believe, can, through properly directed 
effort, secure an army brigade post. 

Time is approaching when, for impelling reasons, a greater 
proportion of the army of the United States must be quartered in 
the south within easy reaching distance of Atlantic and, particularly, 
of gulf ports. | 2 

Not as a war measure must this step be taken, but rather as a 
move in behalf of peace—the establishment of a police headquarters, 
it may be said, at a point of quicker access to scenes of possible 
mischief among our neighbors to the south. 

All the logic of location for such an army post lies with Atlanta; 
conditions make Atlanta’s vicinity the site ideal, and with facts 
uncontrovertible—we say it with all confidence—there is néeded 
but the proper effort to bring here a splendid integral portion of the 
United States army. | 
Climate, market facilities and every other advantage and con- 
venience demanded by an army post of these proportions, are such 
well-known Atlanta qualifications that it is needless to discourse 
upon them; they have well proven themselves in the case of the 
Seventeenth regiment, U. S. A., so long quartered at Fort McPherson. 
| But most important of all is the question of transportation, 
facilities for which, no matter. what the direction, Atlanta possesses 
in a degree unsurpassed by any city of the south and few in the 
country. z 

This advantage has been also splendidly proven not only inci- 
dent to the war with Spain and in case of other demands of the 
war department, but more recently when troops were ordered to 
the Mexican frontier, on police duty, and the two battalions of the 
Seventeenth from Fort McPherson were the first to reach the 
scene. Within less than twenty-four hours of the receipt of orders 
the Seventeenth was on the rails and on the way. 

From: Mobile clear across to Charleston, troops leaving Atlanta 
may reach any gulf or Atlantic port within twelve hours or less; 
entraining at nightfall, they may, with all due ease and facility, 
embark upon shipboard the morning following. 

Facts impressing the advantages and facilities which Atlanta 
offers for the establishment here of a brigade post, might be ex- 
tended and elaborated almost indefinitely. 

_ The long residence here of the Seventeenth infantry and the 

advantages which the war department has had and utilized through 
such location, speak more forcibly and eloquently of its importance 
than could any other argument. 
_ Completion of the Panama canal will constitute an additional 
impelling reason for increasing the army force in this,section; and 
with the transportation facilities which Atlanta affords, there is 
no southern post from which the canal zone could be more speedily 
reached by a troop movement. 

Extreme probability of the increase in the army force in the 
south in the not distant future, stresses the importance of immediate 
and continued activity upon Atlanta’s part; for, notwithstanding 
advantages, it is going to take work, hard work, to land the brigade 
post here. No movement of this sort has ever been successful 
without real effort, and the psychological moment for putting it 
into play is here. 

_ It may be months, it is true, and even some years before success 
is attained, but that is as nothing to the Atlanta Spirit when the 
game is for such important stakes. 

Why not a standing committee of the chamber of commerce 
upon a brigade post for Atlanta, empowered to go and get it and 
directed not to let go until achievement crowned its efforts? 

We believe it can be made to come and will come here. IF 
ATLANTA GOES AFTER IT! ! 


THE COMING WORLD POWER. 


_In his splendid plea for world-wide peace in the Atlanta audi- 
torium Sunday, Editor Henry Watterson, of the Louisville Courijer- 
Journal, foreshadowed the essential qualifications of the great world 
power of the approximate future. 

The leading, the foremost world power-of tomorrow must be 
both a peace lover and a peacemaker. 

It must play the role neither of mistress of the seas nor sway- 
holder of the land, but of inciter to peaceful, orderly and business- 
like determination of each and every difficult difference of opinion 
between nations. 

_ In appealing to his attentive audience to join with him in the ef- 
fort to make war “unfashionable,” and by sheer force of united and 
expressed public opinion, to compel the senate of the United States 
to put through arbitration treaties carrying authority to enforce 


decisions, Mr. Watterson said: 


We are happy to be called a world-power. But what kind of 
, a world- 
power?’ Accept these arbifration treaties, and we put ourselves Fassianl ae 
leaders of the world, to fulfill the mission of the fathers of the republic, a 
nation of free men and not of traders, a nation of Christians and not of pagans. 


Happy to be called a world power, Mr. Watterson has pointed 
out how the United States may easily become the greatest of all 
world powers through the force of its influence in sheathing the 
international sword and spiking the gun that sweeps the seas. 

We are a nation of peace lovers, but to achieve the eminence 
to which Mr. Watterson points the way, we must first rid ourselves 
of the final remnant of that spirit which taunts the would-be peace- 
maker with an “Oh, let them fight it ont!” 

The coming greatest world power will be that which makes 
war not alone unfashionable, but practically impossible; not through 
the wielding of superior arms and armament held like a whip- 
lash above the wayward boy, but through the impelling force of ir- 
reproachable example and an intellect of statesmanship that will 
find ready solution for any given international tangle. 

That position among world powers is open to the United 
States. We have but to reach out for it and it is ours. In fact we 
more nearly approximate it today than any other country in the 
world; but that will not suffice. It is a position that cannot be held 
by approximation ; it must be attained. 

An aroused and forcefully expressed public opinion will deal a 
death blow to jingoism from which it can never recover; and with 
arbitration established as an irrevocable principle, we can begin, at 
least, to forget about armaments and forts. 

The United States are in position at this moment to lead the 
world in establishing the principle of peace; and once established 
with irrevocable determination and purpose to maintain it, they can 
and will become the foremost among all world powers: ; 
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MILLIONS IN PUBLIC BENEFACTIONS. 


The year’s record of public benefactions on the part of American 
capitalists, reaching the enormous. sum of $150,000,000,. is a remark- 
able one, notwithstanding it was slightly exceeded by that of 1909. 

All of these gifts of tremendous sums will be applied. either for 
the uplift of the race or the amelioration of the difficulizes and the 
evils which beset it. > Te 

But as remarkable as are these large gifts, it is strange that 
none of any considerable proportion has yet been made for softening 
the hardships of dire poverty or relieving that human existence 
which approaches and sometimes reaches starvation. 

Perhaps none of the beneficent millionaires have sought to 
solve the problem because of its too apparent difficulty; it could 
never be worked out, of course, by the mere distribution of money. 

Then there 1s the argument that education, made possible 
through these benefactions, will lift the beneficiary above the plane 
of poverty; that whatever the besetting difficulties, with educa- 
tion freely offered, everyone should help himself or herself to the 
extent of acquiring sufficient knowledge to rise some degree at least 
above the lowest stage of mere animal existence. 


Gilts to education, to hospitals, to orphanages, to medica] 
research, to preventing tuberculosis, all make for the betterment 
and the uplifting improvement of the human race; but while this} 
is going on there are some hundreds of thousands of men, women 
and children whose only thought is for the food they must put 
into their stomachs to sustain life and who would scarcely wear 
clothing at all were it not to keep warm and to meet the require- 
ments of society. ¥ 

They are those whom educational benefactions never reach 
though they are not infrequently carried to the hospitals. ; 

It may be that suggestion of the amelioration of such poverty 
through outside assistance, savors somewhat of socialism >~yet there 
‘must be practical methods of the Solution of the problem, which,

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CHOOSING ROUTES FOR 
CANAL ACROSS FLORIDA 


The Board of Government En- 
gineers Think Project Is 
Not Feasible. 


Waycross, Ga., December 25.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Within the 30-day period given 
by the United States engineering 
board much work will be done to im- 
press the feasibility of a canal across 
the state of Florida by means of using } 
parts of the St. Mary’s and Suwanee} 
rivers The board has just announced, 
after a careful investigation, that a 
canal across Fiorida would not be 


feasible. 

The report on the project shows 
that a canal constructed according to 
government plans would cost not less 
than $16,500,000. The saving in mile- 
age for traffic from the Atlantic to 
the gulf would range frmo 142 to 400 
miles, depending on the route of the 

roposed canal, 

° Contrary to the general view on the 
subject, the government does not rec- 
ommend the rivers named for the Ca- 
nal, bat maps out an entirely new 
route. This is believed by some to be} 
the chief cause of the high estimate 

onstruction, 

OO The governnent’s new route stated 
that the St. Johns river would be Det- 
ter for the eastern portion as far as 
the Oklawaha river, a little canaling 
making the joint use excellent for a 
cross-state canal The balance of the 
route has been mentioned as from 
Oklawaha river to Lakes Griffin and 
Harris and through the Withlacoochee 
river, 

Quite a number of arguments will be 
presented to the board as to the feasi- 
bility of the canai proposed via the 
St. Mary’s and Suwanee rivers. A 
committee from Waycross, supple- 
mented by parties from St. Mary's, 
Folkston, Colerainé and other points, 
will appear in behalf of the project.

Recent Work Done on River 
Bank Saved Augusta 
From Flood. 


Augusta, Ga., December 25.—The 
condition of the Savannah river is ap- 


proaching norma) gradually. The guage 
here thig morning showed twenty-six 
feet and it was falling at the rate of 
three to four inches an hour. The 
ground has been made so wet by the 
recent heavy rains that the river is 
falling much more slowly than it otu- 
erwise would, 

There was considerable uneasiness 
felt here during Saturday and Sun- 
fday and the weather bureau officiais 
were besieged with inquiries night 
and day regarding the condition of the 
river. Some of the merchants who 
were especially anxious removed their 
goods from the cellars but the great 
majority of the merchants had faith in 
the estimate of the local forecaster 
that the water would not go over thir- 
ty-two feet. Forecaster Emigh came 
within six inches of being correct in 
his estimate, as the maximum height 
of the river was thirty-one feet and 
six inches. 

Thousands of rabbits were driven 
from .the lowlands by the water and 
are being killed in great numbers by 
the Christmas hunters. A number of 
cows and hogs were drowned in the 
river swamp, but beyond this the dam- 
age was small. 

The fact that water did not come 
into the city was due to the work 
which the government and the city 
| are doing on the river bank. Former- 
ily water began to come into the city 
when the river reached twenty-nine 
feet, but the banks have been raised 
and it takes a 33-foot river to come in.

“The Man in the Cage. This series 
is to describe tie life and labor of the 
man behind the bars. The charge i¢r 
made that contractors..pule our pris- 
ons. Following -is a paragraph from 
the announcement: 

“We all know what the old lease 
system of the South was. Today that 
system .is virtvally dead, only «wo or 
three states retaining «hat ancient 
shame; but in its place has ariaen, 
particularly ip the north, a system 
which is actually less protitable to the 
State and quite as ruinous to the pris- 
oner. This is the contract system. 
The state builds great factories, 
equips them with heat, light and pow- 
er, fills them with helpless laborers, 
mans them with armed guards, then 
turns the plant over to an outsider for 
50 or 60 cents a day for every man em. 
Ployed. Sometimes the labor is sold 
fcr far less. The contractor, as a rule, 
runs the prison. Often, to ali inten‘s 
end purposes, he owns ic At best, he 
hag no human or moral interest in the 
prisoners. To him they are merely 
revenue-bearing animals, to be driven 
to the limit for progts.”

So the Situation in China Is 
Summed Up 


Japan Reaches Conclusion That 
Republican Government in 
China Is Inevitable—Most of 
Powers Reconciled to Ten- 
dency of Situation. 


> 


‘Tokio, December 25.—A conference 
of members of the Japanese cabinet, at 
which many of the older statesmen, 
including Prince Katsura, the ex-pre- 
mier, were invited to assist, was held 
here Sunday. The strictest secrecy has 
been maintained regarding the subjects 
of discussion, but it is generally be- 
lieved that the latest developments of 
the situation in China were under con- 
sideration. It is understood that the 
conference reached the conclusion that 
the adoption of a republican form of 
government by China *was apparently 
inevitable. 

Information from a reliable source 
has reached here that the revolution- 
aries in China continue to insist firmly 
on a@ republic and that the peace ne- 
gotiations now proceeding at Shang- 
hai will result in a rupture unless the 
imperial authorities in Pekin should 
yield to their demands in this respect. 

Most of the powers apparently are 
reconciled to the inevitable tendency 
of the situation.. Neither Japan nor 
Great Britain has any intention of in- 
tervening in any way in China, much 
less of imposing any form of govern- 
ment on ‘that country. 

The general feeling here is that the 
only alternative for the present situa- 
tion is for the representatives of the 
imperial government in Pekin to yield,

AMERICAN CHILDREN 
BEING OUTSTRIPPED 


By Children of Foreign Born 
‘Brie ats: a Superinten- 
dent Sounds Warning. 


Harrisburg, aP., December 25.— 
Warning that children of foreign born 
parents are outstripping American 
boys and girls in the public schools of 
the state, is contained in the annual 
report of Dr. C. N. Schaeffer, state su- 
perintendent of public’ instruction. 
Dr. Schueffer’s unfavorable contrast be- 
tween the attitude of American chil- 
dren and those of foreign born parents 
is drawn in the following paragraph: 

“Children born of foreign parents 
realize the advantages thus placed 
within their reach. 

“Many of them study witha zeal and 
earnestness which will make titem 
winning competitors alongside of 
American youth, who waste their 
time at social functions and in the 
gratification of self, instead of prac- 
ticing the self-denial which lies at the 
foundation of all true success.” 

Dr. Shaeffer makes a plea for open- 
air schools for children predisposed to 
or affected with tuberculosis. He notes 
that, based upon investigations in New 
York and Boston, it is estimated that 
1,000,000 school children now in the 
schools in the United States will die 
of consumption before: they are 18 
years of age, 75 per cent of whom 
could be saved if proper measures be 
adopted.
